They must have the connections and the ability to 
provide his circulation and entertainment among 
the leading families and establishment!. 

After these things have been attended to, other 
enormous preparations must be made at home ( The 
King himself mutt be in perfect health and access- 
ible readiness. Trappings must be furnished. Road- 
ways must be built for his special entourage. It Is 
indeed always a marvelous adventure. It is an un- 
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dertaking that taxes to the utmost the resourceful 
genius Mid indomitable energy of mam 

Thus has the great travel adventure of the Mon- 
arch of Mahogany progressed. While the pilgrimage 
of lesser rulers has heen expedited by the advent of 
railroads, trucks and tractors, the seclusion of King 
Mahogany in lonely grandeur in remote fastness has 
made impossible their immediate use ih the early 
itate of his entourage.

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and consigned them to his brother in England. He 
wilt them m ballast to discover their traveling 
capacity- As soon as they received shore leave they 
were marked for their fineness. 

But there was a deal of lobbying to he done in 
the courts of Europe before they were accepted far 
their true worth. It was then the period of Jacobean 
ascendancy. This was to be followed by the ruling 
power of Walnut in the reign of William and Mary, 
and during the Queen Anne period. Finally in the 
early eighteenth century the Georgian* became 
convinced of the superior excellence of Mahogany. 
Ever since that time when the standards of taste 
have demanded the finest masterpieces, mahogany 
has been used. 

There never have been evolved any finer designs 
in fine furniture manufacture than those of Chip- 
pendale, Sheraton, and Heppcl white, and their con- 
temporaries, Theae artists found no finer vehicle for 
the accurate reproduction and exquisite expression 
of their conceptions than mahogany.

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l F course it would never do for His Majesty 
to travel openly. He must of necessity 
assume the log formation. He mustn't 
hive too much luggage — rather leave his trunk at 
home and all his branch equipage. Shorn of these 
he was reduced to a traveling status of thirteen feet. 
But even this with his tremendous diameter of Jour 
feet still left him an impressive and anwing sight. 
Never before has a log of such size been brought 
into the markets of the world- Mr. Williams says 
that in his thirty years' experience there has never 
been such a tree obtained and that he has seen only 
one such other. This latter is apparently a brother 
Of i he Monarch and was seen towering in an almost 
impenetrable locality at the same time the King 
was discovered. The brother is growing in such an 
inaccessible region that Mr, Williams says that 
conditions and cost of securing Kb removal will 
prohibit such likelihood for the nest century. 









But back to the King, A great deal of time win 
consumed in preparing a road for the start of hit 
memorable journey. Pasture* had to be cleared and 
cultivated for the feeding of the oxen who were to 
form the motive transport. These ready, the jour- 
ney started and led to the nearest navigable stream. 
The hauling had to be done in the dry season but it 
had to be timed to arrive at flood season. Being so 
recendy moved the King had to be made comfort- 
able for this nest step of the journey by means of 
rafts of lighter cedar logi. A portion of the floating 
was accomplished in the first year, then a rest in- 
curred to the next flood season, finally floating to the 
ocean in the second year. More comfortable passage 
was then secured aboard steamer bound fur New York.

The special- 
ists, enthusiastic as they are about their subjects, 
pronounced him the moat beautiful natural IJMCJ- 
men they have ever examined. 

Imagine if you can the comparative difference 
between this Monarch of the Woods and one of hia 
ordinary subjects- The best of the latter seldom 
grow to be over twenty-two inches in diameter.

The King, who has already learned the nice feel- 
ing of the handsaw to open hint for inspection, will 
next be given the excitement of the circular saw 
which is especially designed and installed for the 
purpose of cutting veneers- These veneer sheets 
will range in thickness from one quarter to one 
twenty-fourth of an inch. 

Veneering has at times suffered from cheap and 
hasty work. It is important to know, therefore, that 
to expert cabinet-makers veneering is a practice 
that they know enables the achievement of the 
highest form of craftsmanship- Well-laid veneers 
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are durable and present a luster ind depth of tone 
that cannot fail to satisfy. 

Every precaution that is possible will be taken in 
the preparation of this Monarch of Mahogany for 
hi} future life, But the care of cutting, of drying, 
and conditioning pays, for no wood in the end la so 
adaptable, so unlimited a* to possibilities for the 
expeft as mahogany. Its uniformity of quality, 
freedom from warping and its beautiful tone make 
it a delight to the heart of a true craftsman. 

The beautiful veneers from this marvellous log 
will* af course, be reserved for the very choicest 
pieces. And in order that the eventual owners may 
know die priceless value of the piece they posses*, 
e&ch piece including wood from this famous log, 
will be accompanied by a certificate Hating that 
fact and a photograph of the arrival of the King at 
New York.
